H ar r i s o n ' s administratio n is admit 
ted o n all sides to be the mo st su ccess 
fill o ne this co u ntry has had fo r years 
Hence, there is no do u bt bu t that the 
peo ple will see that it is co ntinu ed fo r 
ano ther term. 


H a r r i s o n and Reid are winners anc 
do n’t yo u fo rget it. They represent the 
principles o f the great repu blican par­ 
ty, and these principles are right anc. 
will win. 
Gro v er Clev eland and free 
trade do n’t go in these United States.

Relating to street railways and mo ­ 
to rs, and granting the right to 
co nstru ct them to J. N. Nev ers, 
Henry Spalding and H. J. Spencer. 
The o o u ncil o f the city o f Brainerd 
do o rdain: 
S e c t i o n I. There is hereby granted 
to J. N. Nev ers, Henry Spaldmg ami 
H J. Spencer, and to their su cces- 
eo sso rs, assigns and legal representa­ 
tiv es, fo r the term o f twenty-fiv e (25) 
years fro m the date o f passage here­ 
o f, permissio n and au tho rity to laj 
lines o f narro w gau ge railway fo r the 
carriage o f passengers with single o r 
do u ble tracks and with all necessary 
tracks fo r switches, sidetracks and 
tu rntables, to gether with the right to 
plant necessary po les and wires fo r 
the co nv eyance o f electricity fo r pro ­ 
pelling cars and the right to make 
necessary excav atio ns fo r laying sable 
ro pes and appu rtenances fo r pro pell­ 
ing cars, in any and all o f the streets, 
and o n and o v er any and all bridges 
in the present o r fu tu re limits o f tliu 
city o f Brainerd, and to o perate pas­ 
senger cars thereo n u po n the co ndi­ 
tio ns hereinafter co ntained. 
S e c . 2. 
The carnage« u sed shall 
be o f the best style u sed u po n street 
railways in o ther cities, and in case 
they are pro pelled by steam mo to rs, 
the mo to rs shall hav e all mo dem im­ 
pro v ements fo r the co nsu ming o f 
smo ke and to prev ent the escape o f 
steam and fire. 
Sac. 3. 
The city co u ncil may regu ­ 
late the speed o f ru nning said cars so 
far as to co nfo rm the same to the 
speed generally permitted fo r simi­ 
lar cars in o ther cities. 
Sac. A 
The tracks o f su ch rail­ 
ways shall be laid so as to co nfo rm to 
the grade o f the streets o n which the 
same are laid, and when the grade is 
changed, the tracks shall be relaid 
witho u t expense to the city. 
In case 
the city shall cau se any street, u po n 
which said street railways are laid, to 
be pav ed o r o therwise impro v ed, the 
grantees herein, their su eceaso rs, as 
signs o r legal representativ es shall 
impro v e in similar manner the space 
between the rails o f their tracks. 
Sec. 5. 
Said tracks shall be laid 
ev en with the su rface o f the street 
and alo ng the central po rtio n o f the 
street where practicable, and 
the 
space between and o n either side o f 
the rails shall be kept so as no t to in 
terfere with trav el o v er the same, all 
at the co st o f the grantees. 
Sec. 6. The rate o f fare fo r any 
distance within the city limits o n any 
line o f said railway, shall no t exceed 
fiv e cents fo r each passenger with o r 
dinary hand baggage. 
Sac. 7. 
The rights and priv ileges 
hereby granted shall be fo rfeited u n­ 
less there shall be equ ipped and m 
fu ll o peratio n at least o ne mile o f 
railway o n o r befo re Ju ly 1st, 1893. 
Sec. 8. The ru nning o f cars o n 
any part o f said railways may be 
bu s 
pecaed by the city co u ncil fo r su ch 
reaso nable time as may be necessary 
o n acco u nt o f repairs o f streets, bu ild­ 
ing o f sewers o r o ther pu blic impro v e­ 
ments, and when it shall be accessary 
to take u p and relay any track fo r 
the pu rpo ses afo resaid, the same shall 
be do ne at the expense 
o f 
the 
grantees. 
Sec. 9. 
The said street railway 
cars shall be entitled to the trao k, 
and in any case any team o r v ehicle 
o r animal led o r driv en, o r pedestrian, 
shall be o v ertaken by o r meet, the 
same shall giv e way immediately to 
said cars; no r shall Rny perso n will­ 
fu lly o bstru ct, hinder o r inteiiere 
with any o f said cars, after being 
warned o r no tified by the driv er, en­ 
gineer o r co ndu cto r o f any car, by 
ringing o f the o ar bell, o r o therwise, 
o f su ch o bstru ctio n o r hindrance. 
Who ev er shall v io late any o r the 
pro v isio ns o f this sectio n shtll, u po n 
co nv ictio n o f su ch v io latio n befo re 
the Mu nicipal co u ri o f said city, fee 
pu nished by a fine no t exceeding o ne 
hu ndred do llars no r less than fiv e 
do llars, and shall be impriso ned u ntil 
su ch fine is paid no t exceeding thirty 
days. 
Sec. 10. The said street railway 
shall be lo cated in pert o f its co u rse 
o n Kin.^wo o d and Kindred streets be­ 
tween Eighth street no rth, in the city 
ef Brainerd, and so me o ne o f the av e­ 
nu es in East Brainerd nu mbered o no 
(1), two (2), three (4) and fo u r (4), and 
fro m so me po int o n said Kindred 
street no rtherly o n so me o ne o f said 
av enu es in East Brainerd, nu mbered 
o ne (1), two (2), three (3) and fo u r 
(4); bu t thia pro v isio n ahu ll be bind­ 
ing o n the grantees o nly so lo ng as 
said streets and av enu es are pro perly 
kept o pen and all bridges therein 
pro perly maintained and kept o pen, 
and in repair fo r pu blio trav el by said 
city o f Brainerd o r its su ccesso rs. 


S e c . 11. The right is reserv ed to 
the city co u ncil to make su o h po lice 
regu latio ns co ncerning su ch railways, 
and the o peratio n thereo f, as may be 
necessary. 
Sic. 12. Ordinano e No . 81 and Or- 
dinano e No . 92 are hereby repealed. 
Sic. 13. This o rdinance shall take 
effect and be in fo ro e fro m and after 
its pu blicatio n; pro v ided, that within 
three days after the appro v al thereo f 
by the Mayo r the grantees herein 
shall aco ept in writing the co nditio ns 
lereo f. 
On Tu esday ev ening o f this week 
the mayo r o alled a special meeting o f 
the city co u ncil find retu rned the o r­ 
dinance witho u t his signatu re and tho 
fo llo wing v eto message: 


B r a i n e r d, Minn ., Ju ne 13,1892. 
To the city co u ncil ef Brainerd: 
I herewith retu rn Ordinano e No . 
100 to yo u witho u t my appro v al. My 
reaso ns fo r no t apprev ing this o rdi­ 
nance are: 1st—The western termi 
nu s o f the prepo sed line o f street earn 
sho u ld no t be permitted to rest o n 
8th street. The ro ad sho u ld rnn into 
the city so u th o f the N. P. track o n 
6th street. 
This enterprise is su p­ 
po sed to be, to a certain extent, fo r 
the benefit o f the pu blic and o u ght to 
>e so co nstru cted as to at least, wo rk 
no harm to any po rtio n o f the city o r 
to any bu siness in the city. 2d—Thcr 
is no thing in this o rdinance to co mp- ’ 
the o peratio n o f the pro po sed stu n * 
car line after the co mpletio n o f tu 
o ne mile stipu lated fo r. There sho u ld 
bo a fo rfeitu re clau se, so that, if after 


the franchise is carried, it sho u ld 
cease to be o perated, the city co u ld 
ferfeit the frano hiae. 3d—The fran­ 
chise o u ght to be made no n-assign- 
able u ntil after the co mpletio n cf the 
o ne mile made neo eesarv to earn it. 
This wo u ld prev ent the franchise 
fro m beco ming a su bject o f specu la­ 
tio n. 4th—The o rdinance o u ght to 
co mpel the u se o f electricity o nly. 
The nee o f ho rse* and mu les in these 
pro gressiv e times o u ght to be pro ­ 
hibited.

A mo tio n was made to pass the o r­ 
dinance o v er the mayo r’s v eto , bu t it 
waa lo st, all the members o f the o o u n­ 
cil reo o gnizio g the fo rce o f the 
mayo r’s o bjectio ns and v o ting in the 
negativ e. 
The passing o f the o rdinance raised 
qu ite a sto rm o f pro tests amo ng o u r 
citizens, and a petitio n against it was 
talked o f, bu t when it was learned 
that the mayo r intended to v eto it, 
the matter was dro pped as it was 
kno wn that eno u gh o f the co u ncil 
men were o ppo sed te it to prev ent its 
beco ming a law. 
The principal o bjectio n to the o r­ 
dinance was that it did no t requ ire 
the co nstru ctio n o f any po rtio n o f the 
system so u th o f tho track, and it did 
no t o o ntaia a fo rfeitu re o lau so in case 
the o o mpany who held the franchiso 
ceased o perating the railway.

OUDIN ANCI NO. IOO. 
Relating to street railways and mo 
tors, and granting the right to 
construct them to J. N. Nevers, 
Henry Spalding and H. J. Spencer. 
The council of the city of Brainerd 
do ordain: 
S e c t io n I. 
There is hereby granted 
to J. N. Nevers, Henry Spalding and 
H. J. Spencer, and to their succes- 
cessors, assigns and legal representa­ 
tives, for tho term of twenty-five (25) 
years from the date of passage here­ 
of, permission and authority to la} 
line© of narrow gauge railway for the 
carriage of passengers with single or 
double tracks aud with all necessary 
tracks for switches, sidetracks and 
turntables, together with the right to 
plant necessary poles and wires for 
the conveyance of electricity for pro­ 
pelling cars and the right to make 
necessary excavations for laying sable 
ropes and appurtenances for propell­ 
ing cars, in any and all of the streets, 
and on and over any and all bridges 
in the present or future limits of the 
city of Brainerd, and to operate pas­ 
senger cars thereon upon the condi­ 
tions hereinafter contained. 
Sic. 2. The carriages used shall 
be of the best style used upon street 
railways in other cities, and in case 
they are propelled by steam motors, 
the motors shall have all modern im­ 
provements for the consuming of 
smoke and to prevent the escape of 
steam and fire. 
S ec. 3. The city council may regu­ 
late the speed of running said cars so 
far bs to conform the same to the 
speed generally permitted for simi­ 
lar cars in other cities. 
Sic. 4. The tricks of such rail­ 
ways shall be laid so as to conform to 
the grade of the streets on which the 
same are laid, and when the grade is 
changed, the tracks shall be relaid 
without expanse to the city. 
In case 
the city shall cause any street, upon 
which said street railways are laid, to 
be paved or otherwise improved, the 
grantees herein, their suae assoria, as­ 
signs or legal representatives shall 
improve in similar manner tho space 
between the rails of their tracks. 
Sec. 5. 
Said tracks shall be laid 
even with the surface of the street 
and along the central portion of the 
street where practicable, and 
the 
space between and on either side of 
the rails shall be kept so as not to in­ 
terfere with travel over the same, all 
at the cost of the grantees. 
Sec. 6. The rate of fare for any 
distance within the city limits on any 
line of said railway, shall not exceed 
five cents for each passenger with or 
dinary hand baggage. 
S ec. 7. 
The rights and pnvilegee 
hereby granted shall be forfeited un­ 
less there shall be equipped and in 
full operation st least one mile of 
railway on or before July 1st, 1893. 
Sec. 8. The running of care on 
any part of said railways may be sus­ 
pended by the city cons oil for such 
reasonable time as may be necessary 
on account of repairs of streets, build­ 
ing of sewers or other public improve­ 
ments, and wheu it shall be necessary 
to take up and relay any traok for 
the purposes aforesaid, the same shall 
be done at the expense 
of 
the 
grantees. 
Sec. 9. The said street railway 
cars shall be entitled to the track, 
and in any case any team or vehicle 
or animal led or driven, or pedestrian, 
shall be overtaken by or meet, the 
same shall give way immediately to 
said cars; nor shall any person will­ 
fully obstruct, hinder or interfere 
with any of said cars, after being 
warned or notified by the driver, en­ 
gineer or conductor of any car, by 
ringing of the oar bell, or otherwise, 
of such obstruction or hindrance. 
Whoever shall violate any of the 
provisions of this section shall, noon 
conviction of such violation before 
the Municipal cou-t or said city, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars nor lase than five 
dollars, and shall be imprisoned until 
such fine is paid not exceeding thirty 
days. 
Sec. IO. The said street railway 
shall be located in pert of its course 
on Kingwood and Kindred streets be­ 
tween Eighth street north, in the city 
•f Brainerd, and some one of the ave­ 
nues in East Brainerd numberod one 
(I), two (2), three (4) and four (4), and 
from some point on said Kindred 
street northerly on some one of said 
avenues iu East Brainerd, numbered 
one (I), two (2), three (3) and four 
(4); bit this provision shall be bind­ 
ing on the grantees only so long as 
said streets and avenues ars properly 
kept open and (JI bridges therein 
properly maintained and kept open, 
and in repair for public travel by said 
city of Brainerd or its suecessors. 
Sec. ll. The right is reserved to 
the city counoil to make sueh polios 
regulations concerning suoh railways, 
aud the operation thereof, as may be 
necessary. 
Sec. 12. Ordinance No. 81 and Or­ 
dinance No. 92 are hereby repealed. 
Sic. 13. This ordinance shall take 
effeot and be in force from and after 
its publication; provided, that within 
three dave after the approval thereof 
by the Mayor the grantees herein 
shill aooept in writing the conditions 
hereof. 
On Tuesday evening of this week 
the mayor called a special meeting of 
the city council find returned the or­ 
dinance without his signature aud the 
following veto message: 


B r a in e r d , Minn., June 13,1892. 
To the city council ef Brainerd: 
I herewith return Ordinance No. 
IOO to you without my approval. 
My 
reasons for not approving this ordi­ 
nance are: 1st—The western termi 
nus of the proposed line of street cars 
should not be permitted to rest on 
8th street. The road should run into 
the city south of the N. P. track on 
6th street. This enterprise is sup­ 
posed to be, to a certain extent, for 
the benefit of the public and ought to 
be so constructed ss to at least, work 
no harm to any portion of the city or 
to any business in the city. 2d—The;1 
is nothing in this ordinance to com};- ’ 
the operation of the proposed streH 
car line after the completion of ta 
one mile stipulated for. There should 
be a forfeiture clause, so that, if after 


the franchise is carried, it should 
cease to be operated, the city conic 
forfeit the franchise. 3d—The fran­ 
chise ought to be made Don-assign­ 
able until after the completion cf the 
one mile made necessary to earn it. 
This woald prevent the franchise 
from becoming a subject of specula­ 
tion. 4th—The ordinance ought to 
compel the use of electricity only. 
The use of horses and mules in these 
progressive times ought to be pro­ 
hibited.

A motion was made to pass the or­ 
dinance over the mayor’s veto, but it 
was lost, all the members of the ooun 
oil recognizing the force of the 
mayor’s objections and voting in the 
negative. 
The passing of the ordinance raisod 
quite a storm of protests among our 
citizens, and a petition against it was 
talked of, but when it was learned 
that the mayor intended to veto it, 
the matter was dropped ss it was 
known that enough of the council 
men were opposed to it to prevent its 
becoming a law. 
The principal objection to the or­ 
dinance was that it did not require 
the construction of soy portion of the 
system south of the track, aud it did 
not contain a forfeiture olanse in case 
the company who held the franchise 
ceased operating the railway. It is 
to be hoped that an ordinance cover­ 
ing all the objections, and jealously 
guarding the righty of the city will 
be passed, as the building and con­ 
structing of a street railway system 
will be a great advantage, and the 
gentlemen who have applied 
are 
every way worthy* and responsible 
citizens.

A drest Northern Pisa* 
The Minneapolis Evening Journal of 
last Monday says: 
“It is learned that on Saturday there 
was a further consultation between a 
representative of the Weyerhauser 
lumber syndicate and Great Northern 
officials, with reference to some rail­ 
road building by that line, in Minne­ 
sota, this year. The lumber folks 
want the road extended from St. Cloud 
to Little Falls, to haul out the lumber 
to be made there. The thing has been 
kept perfectly quiet, on account of the 
Northern Paciiic. The latter has a 
contract requiring the syndicate to 
ship the mill product over its road, 
the same contract, however, which 
required them to locate at Brainerd. 
If the Northern Pacific doesn’t get 
this haul, it is likely to kick on the 
main provisions of the agreement. It 
is understood the Great Northern will 
build the line wanted, and possibly, 
in view of new recent developments at 
Brainerd, extend on to that point, 
provided it can be sure of lumber to 
haul out. If the company builds this 
extension at all, it is said that it will 
also build the long-contemplated link 
from Milaca to Brainerd. This would 
make about IOO miles of new Minne­ 
sota road.”

When he had 
taken in all his line lie was astonished 
to find that he had not only landed a 
live ami a half-pound coil, blit also a 
r o c k full of perforations, to which 
were attached six lively 
shellfish, 
each as big as one’s fist, and some­ 
what resembling 
gigantic mussels. 
The shells of the fish were imbedded 
in the rock, and as soon as the rock 
was taken out of t lie water the fish 
craned their long necks out of tile 
shells, just aa. a turtle would. 
The necksof the fish were un! ike any­ 
t h i n g the fishermen had ever seen; they 
resemble slightly the yellow mouth of 
t h e lamprey eel. Their mouths were 
p o i n t e d and surmounted by a hard, 
D ro w n colored beak, which they open­ 
ed and shut precisely as a robin does. 
The fish and their abode were held 
together by means of the stout roots 
of a seaweed which had grown around 
them, and the whole weighed eight 
and a half pounds. The fisherman 
took tile curiosity to

market, and there it was placed on 
exhibition and attracted considerable 
attention.

ALLIANCE BETWEEN SLAVERY ANH FREE TRADE. 
C. L. E dw ard? of Texa?, aptly stud in 1890 
th a t “ the free-trade idea in the S outh is the 
surviving p artn er of th e institution of slav­ 
ery.” 
It is easy to show th at such a p a rt­ 
nership oflee existed by the utterances of 
Southern leaders iii the days when c irc u m ­ 
stances perm itted g re it freedom and frank­ 
ness ofspeech th an they eondsider prudent 
now. 
Calhoun, th at “ great lu m in a ry of 
the S o u th ,” candidly set forth the reasons 
w hich m ad e h im at once believe in slavery 
a n d free trade: 
“ It would he well for those interested to 
reflect 
w hether 
there 
no w 
exists or 
ever has existed a wealthy and civilized 
eoinm im ity in which one portion did not 
live on Hie labor of another; and whether 
the form in w hich slavery exists in tile 
South is not but one m odification of this 
universal condition; and finally w hether 
a n y other, under all the circumstances ot 
th e case, is m ore 
defensible or stands on 
stronger ground of necessity. 
It is tim e to 
look these questions in the face.” 
C alhoun held to .slavery in order to se­ 
cure cheap labor, an d desired free trade 
th at tlie proceeds of such labor m ight be 
bartered in foreign m arkets to the great­ 
est possible advantage. 
So long as a tax 
was levied on the goods acquired,bv such an 
exchange when th?y were brought to this 
c o u n try as imports, it was clear th at the 
slaveholder was not getting the lull benefit 
from the toil O' hi® bondm en; hence in his 
p hilosophy cheap slave labor an d free trade 
in its products became inter dependent, co­ 
related dogmas. 
W hen the idea is accepted that the part 
of the co m m u n ity which “ enjoys w ithout 
w orking’’ m ay of right or of necessity 
“ live on the labor of an o th er,” any special 
protection or favor towards the laboring 
class m ust be abandoned.

“ Claire Rusted,’’ interrupted 
the 
railroad man, “ why lie was the teleg­ 
rapher on the Northern Pacitic mad 
who so suddenly disappeared a short 
time ago.” 
A comparison of notes and dab s and 
a little further inquiry brought out 
many facts iii the case, and they arc 
cis far as ascertained, given below. 
Claire Rusted was born in Alabama. 
He had brilliant prospects there, but A 
terrible shadow fell over his life and 
he tied to the north, went into railroad­ 
ing, and before long was at the head 
of the operating department of the 
Northern Pacific road, lie served and 
was well known at all the chief points 
on the Northern Pacitic in Minnesota.

The Mayor Vetoes the Street Railway 
Ordinance and the Council Refuses 
to Pass It Over the Veto. 


At the regular meeting of the city 
council a week ago Monday night 
Ordinance No. 100, granting a fran­ 
chise for a street railway, was intro­ 
duced, and en motion consideration 
of the same was deferred for a special 
meeting which was held Thursday 
evening, June 9th. On that evening 
the ordinance had its first and second 
readings and was passed, but a new 
section, No. 10, had been added. 
The ordinance as passed was as fol­ 
lows: 


ORDINANCl NO. 100. 
Relating to street railways and mo­ 
tors, and granting the right to 
construct them to J. N. Nevers, 
Henry Spalding and H. J. Spencer. 
The oouncil of the city of Brainerd 
do ordain: 
S e c t io n 1. There is hereby granted 
to J. N. Nevers, Henry Spalding and 
H J. Spencer, and to their succes- 
cessors, assigns and legal representa­ 
tives, for the term of twenty-five (25) 
years from the date of passage here­ 
of, permission and authority to lay 
lines of narrow gauge railway for the 
carnage of passengers with single or 
double tracks and with all necessary 
tracks for switches, sidetracks and 
turntables, together with the right to 
plant necessary poles and wires for 
the conveyance of electricity for pro­ 
pelling cars and the right to make 
necessary excavations for laying eable 
ropes and appurtenances for propell­ 
ing cars, in any and all of the streets, 
and on and over any and all bridges 
in the present or future limits of the 
city of Brainerd, and to operate pas­ 
senger cars thereon upon the condi­ 
tions hereinafter contained. 
S ec. 2. The carnages used shall 
be of the best style used upon street 
railways in other cities, and in case 
they are propelled by steam motors, 
the motors shall have all modem im­ 
provements for the consuming of 
smoke and to prevent the escape of 
steam and fire. 
S ec. 3. 
T h e city council m ay re g u ­ 
la te th e sp e ed of ru n n in g said ca rs so 
far as to co n fo rm th o sam e to th e 
sp eed g e n e ra lly p e rm itte d fo r sim i­ 
la r ca rs in o th e r cities. 
S ec. 4. The tracks of such rail­ 
ways shall be laid so as to conform to 
the grade of the streets on which the 
same are laid, and when the grade is 
changed, the tracks shall be relaid 
without expense to the city. 
In case 
the city shall cause any street, upon 
which said street railways are laid, to 
be paved or otherwise improved, the 
grantees herein, their successors, as 
signs or legal representatives shall 
improve in similar manner the space 
between the rails of their tracks. 
S ec. 5. Said tracks shall be laid 
even with the surface of the street 
and along the central portion of the 
street where practicable, and 
the 
space between and on either side of 
the rails shall be kept so as not to in­ 
terfere with travel over the same, all 
at the cost of the grantees. 
S e c . 6 . 
The rate of fare for any 
distance within the city limits on any 
line of said railway, shall not exceed 
five cents for each passenger with or­ 
dinary hand baggage. 
S ec. 7. The rights and privileges 
hereby granted shall be forfeited un­ 
less there shall be equipped and in 
full operation at least one mile of 
railway on or before July 1st, 1893. 
S ec. 8. The running of cars on 
any part of said railways may be sus­ 
pended by the city council for «uch 
reasonable time as may be necessary 
on account of repairs of streets, build­ 
ing of sewers or other public improve­ 
ments, and when it shall be necessary 
to take np and relay any track for 
the purposes aforesaid, the same shall 
be done at the expense 
of 
the 
grantees. 
S ec. 9. The said street railway 
cars shall be entitled to the traok, 
and in any case any team or vehicle 
or animal led or driven, or pedestrian, 
shall be overtaken by or meet, the 
same shall give way immediately to 
said cars; nor shall any person will­ 
fully obstruct, hinder or interrere 
with any of said cars, after being 
warned or notified by the driver, en­ 
gineer or conductor oi any car, by 
ringing of the car bell, or otherwise, 
of such obstruction or hindrance. 
Whoever shall violate any or the 
provisions of this section shall, upon 
conviction of such violation before 
the Municipal cou~t oi said city, fc« 
punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars nor lass than five 
dollars, and shall be imprisoned until 
such fine is paid not exceeding thirty 
days. 


S e c . 10. The sa:d street railway 
shall be located iu part of its course 
on Kinqwood and Kindred streets be­ 
tween Eighth street north, in the city 
ef Brainerd, and some one of the ave­ 
nues in East Brainerd numberad one 
(1), two (2), three (4) and four (4), and 
from some point on said Kindred 
street northerly on some one of said 
avenues in East Brainerd, numbered 
one (1), two (2), three (3) and four 
(4); but this provision shull be bind­ 
ing on the grantees only so long as 
said streets and avenuei are properly 
kept open and all bridges therein 
properly maintained and kept open, 
and in repair for publio travel by said 
oity of Brainerd or its successors. 
S ec. 11. The right is reserved to 
the city counoil to make such police 
regulations concerning such railways, 
and the operation thereof, as may be 
necessary. 
S ec. 12. Ordinanoe No. 81 and Or­ 
dinance No. 92 are hereby repealed. 
Seo. 13. This ordinance shall take 
effect and be in force from and after 
its publication; provided, that within 
three days after the approval thereof 
by the Mayor the grantees herein 
shall accept in writing the conditions 
hereof. 
On Tuesday evening of this weok 
the mayor oalled a special meeting of 
the city council find returned the or­ 
dinance without his signature and tho 
following veto message: 
B rainerd, M in n., June 13,1892. 
To the city council ef Brainerd: 
I herewith return Ordinance No. 
100 to you without my approval. My 
reasons for not approving this ordi­ 
nance are: 1st—The western termi 
nus of the proposed line of street cars 
should not be permitted to rest on 
8th street. The road should run into 
the city south of the N. P. track on 
6th street. This enterprise is sup­ 
posed to be, to a certain extent, for 
the benefit of the public and ought to 
be so constructed as to at least, work 
no harm to any portion of the city or 
to any business in the city. 2d—The;* 
is nothing in this ordinance to comp- ’ 
the operation of the proposed strm i 
car line after the completion of tu 
one mile stipulated for. There should 
be a forfeiture clause, so that, if after 


the franchise is carried, it should 
cease to be operated, the city could 
ferfeit the franchise. 3d—The fran­ 
chise ought to be made uon-assign- 
able until after the completion of the 
one mile made necessary to earn it. 
This would prevent the franchice 
from becoming a subject of specula­ 
tion. 4th—The ordinance ought to 
compel the use of electricity only. 
The use of horses and mules in these 
progressive times ought to be pro­ 
hibited.

A motion was made to pass the or­ 
dinance over the mayor’s veto, but it 
was lost, all the members of the coun­ 
cil recognizing the force of the 
mayor’s objections and voting in the 
negative. 
The passing of the ordinance raised 
quite a storm of protests among our 
oitizen®, and a petition against it was 
talked of, but when it was learned 
that the mayor intended to veto it, 
the matter was dropped as it was 
known that enough of tho council 
men wero opposed to it to prevent its 
becoming a law. 
The principal objection to the or­ 
dinance was that it did not require 
the construction of any portion of the 
system south of the track, and it did 
not contain a forfeiture olause in case 
the company who held the franchise 
ceased operating the railway. It is 
to be hoped that an ordinance cover­ 
ing all the objections, and jealously 
guarding the rightp of the city will 
be passed, as the building and con­ 
structing of a street railway system 
will be a great advantage, and tho 
gentlemen who have applied 
are 
every way worthy and responsible 
citizens.

A Great Northern Plan. 
The Minneapolis Evening Journal of 
last Monday says: 
“It is learned that on Saturday there 
was a further consultation between a 
representative of the Weyerhauser 
lumber syndicate and Great Northern 
officials, with reference to some rail­ 
road building by that line, in Minne­ 
sota. this year. The lumber folks 
want the road extended from St. Cloud 
to Little Falls, to haul out the lumber 
to be made there. The thing has been 
kept perfectly quiet, on account of the 
Northern Pacific. The latter has a 
contract requiring the syndicate to 
ship the mill product over its road, 
the same contract, however, which 
required them to locate at Brainerd. 
If the Northern Pacific doesn’t get 
this haul, it is likely to kick on the 
main provisions of the agreement. It 
is understood the Great Northern will 
build the line wranted, and possibly, 
in view' of new recent developments at 
Brainerd, extend on to that point, 
provided it can be sur® of lumber to 
haul out. If the company builds this 
extension at all, it is said that it will 
also build the long-contemplaled link 
from Milaca to Brainerd. This would 
make about 100 miles of new Minne­ 
sota road.”

Q u e e r S h e lf is h T h a t H a v e B e e n P r o ­ 
v id e d W ith a T e m p o r a r y N a m e , 
A peculiar kind of shellfish, the like 
of which had never been seen on the 
Sound, says the Seattle Post-Intelli­ 
gencer, was fished out of 200 feet of 
water near Five Mile 
Point 
one 
morning, by rock cod fishermen. 
The man felt a tug at his line, and 
began pulling in. 
Judging from the 
weight, he concluded that he must 
have caught the grandfather of all the 
rock cod in the Sound. When he had 
taken in all his line he was astonished 
to find that he had not only landed a 
live aud-a half-pound cod, but also a 
rock full of perforations, to which 
were attached six lively 
shellfish, 
each as big as one’s fist, and some­ 
what resembling 
gigantic mussels. 
The shells of the fish were imbedded 
in the rock, and as soon as the rock 
was taken out of the water the fish 
craned their long necks out of the 
shells, just as a turtle would. 
The necks of the fish were unlike any­ 
thing the fishermen had ever seen; they 
resemble slightly the yellow mouth ol 
the lamprey cel. Their mouths were 
pointed and surmounted by a hard, 
brown colored beak, which they open­ 
ed and shut precisely as a robin does. 
The fish and their abode were held 
together by means of the stout roots 
of a seaweed which had grown around 
them, and tlie whole weighed eight 
and a half pounds. The fisherman 
took the curiosity to 
the Denver 
market, and there it was placed on 
exhibition and attracted considerable 
attention. In the absence of a mote 
scientific name, one of the men con­ 
nected with the market named the 
shellEsh “sea canaries.”

Calhoun, that “great lum inary of 
the S ou th ,” candidly set forth the reasons 
w hich m ade him at once believe in slavery 
and free trade: 
“ It w ould he well for those interested to 
reflect

ever has existed a w ealthy and civilizer! 
com m u nity in w hich one portion did not 
live on the labor of another; and whether 
-th e form in w hich slavery exists in the 
South is not but one m odification o f this 
universal condition; and finally 
whether

the case, is m ore 
defensible or stands on 
stronger ground o f necessity. 
It is tim e to 
look these questions in the lace.” 
C alhoun held to slavery in order to se­ 
cure cheap labor, and desired free trade 
that the proceeds of such labor m ight he 
bartered in foreign m arkets to the great­ 
est possible advantage. 
So long as a tax 
was levied on the goods aequired.bv such an 
exch ange when tiu*y were brought to this 
country as im ports, it was clear that the 
slaveholder was not getting the lull benefit 
from the toil o ' his bondm en; hence in his 
ph ilosophy cheap slave labor and free trade 
in its products becam e inter dependent, c o ­ 
related dogma". 
W hen the idea is accepted that the part 
of the com m u nity w hich “enjoys w ithout 
w orking ’ m ay o f right or o f nejtnsity 
“ live on the labor o f another,” any special 
protection or favor towards the laboring 
elas> m ust be abandoned.

council that the first of June com eth. W ha 
are the ladies o f th e national council d oin g 
about their new trouser^? 
Purely we do 
not need to rem ind them that the executive 
hoard o f the cou n cil form ally resolved at 
In(Ramtpoiis last sum m er that all m em ­ 
bers o? the council sh ould put on trousers 
on the fir-t day o f June, 1892, and called on 
all intelligen t w om en to follow their ex ­ 
am ple.

out o f harbor, save for the absence o f any 
apparent life on board of her. 
But we had 
no sooner put foot on deck than wo were 
im m ed iately attacked in such a m anner 
that such ot us as had got on board had to 
m ake tracks lor th e rigging, w h ile the rest 
fell back into the boats. 
Rats! 
I never 
saw so m any in m y life, and never h cpe to 
again. 
“Great, 
hungry, 
lanky, 
lean -look in g 
rats, m any of them w ith their tails chew ed 
o ff sw arm ed up from below in never-ending 
thousands, squeaking and sq uirm in g over 
one another in a m anner sickening and hor­ 
rible to behold, particularly to those of us 
up in the rigging. 
A t la-t we cut off som e 
loose ropes, knotted them into convenient 
lengths, and so armed, we descended and 
attacked the rodents, and even tually suc­ 
ceeded in beating a passage tc our boat.

During his visit he made 
the acquaintance of a Northern Pacific 
railroad man and the resultant conver­ 
sation cleared up in part the mystery I 
of Claire IIu&ted’B mysterious disap- | 
pearance. 
Speaking of his native city 
Senor Romero said: 
“The American colony of Chihuahua 
contains a couple from Minnesota that 
are called “ the turtle doves” because 
of their happy life together. The man 
is a handsome dark-eyed fellow of 
about 30, I should judge, and a railroad 
uian and a telegrapher. 
The lady is a 
slight wiry blonde. 
They are com­ 
pletely wrapped up in each other and 
are inseparable companions. 
Claire 
and A'eva IIusted are the life ot the 
American colony and are much sought 
aftsr.” 
“Claire IIusted,” interrupted 
the 
railroad man, “ why he was the fceleg 
rapher on the Northern Pacific road 
who so suddenly disappeared a short 
time ago.” 
A comparison of notes and dat< s and 
a little further inquiry brought out 
many facts in the case, and they are 
as far as ascertained, given below. 
Claire Hasted was born in Alabama, 
lie had brilliant prospects there, but !i 
terrible shadow fell over his life and 
he lied to the north, went into railroad­ 
ing, and before long was at the head 
of the operating depaitment of the 
Northern Pacific road. He served and 
was well known at all the chief j joints 
on the Northern Pacific in Minnesota.
